Editions of the UDC 


A special edition "Fachausgabe Elektrotechnik’ will shortly appear 
under FID publ. no. 274. The proofs have been compared with the standard 
manuscript of the UDC at the FID Secretariat. The ’Fachausgabe’ will be 
published by the Deutsche Normenausschuss, Berlin. It gives the complete 
text of UDC 621.3 - and of UDC 537 and 538, and furthermore those sec- 
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tions and numbers of other classes which concern electricity and its appli- 
cations. An alphabetical index to all subjects listed is added. 

The Instituto Nacional de Racionalizacién del Trabajo, which recently 
issued the complete edition of class 0 in the Spanish language, has now 
started the translation of class 1, Philosophy. 


Draft proposals 

The revision of UDC (492), geographical subdivisions of the Nether- 
lands, is studied by NIDER with a view to German criticism of the draft 
roposal. 

. A proposal for revision of UDC 534.8, acoustics, is studied by FID/CCC 
and FID/C 53. 

A proposal to revise 543 to 545, analytical chemistry, is distributed by 
FID/C 66 as working paper for discussion at the meeting at Brussels. 

Proposals for revision of UDC 615, pharmacy, will be distributed by the 
rapporteur for discussion at the panel meeting at Brussels. 

With a view to criticism received PE 571 had to be suspended through 
PE 592. The revision of UDC 576.8 and 616.9, concerning infectious diseases, 
will again be studied. 

A proposal to transfer machinery and apparatus from UDC 621- to 62- 
will be elaborated further before publication as PE Note. In this connection 
PE 573 is suspended through PE 586. 

Metaalinstituut TNO (Delft, Netherlands) submitted a proposal to 
revise 621.74, foundry. 

The comments from the International Institute of Welding are awaited 
before the proposal to revise 621.791, welding, can be published. 

The problem of incorporating the ’Oxford System of Decimal Classifi- 
cation for Forestry’ under UDC 634.9, forestry, is still studied by FID/CCC 
and FID/C 63. PE 582 had to be suspended through PE 586. 

A British proposal to class dimensional unit (modular) co-ordination, 


planning and design under 72.015 with reference to 389.63 is studied by 
FID/CCC and IBCC.

Manual on Document Reproduction and Selection

MISCELLANEOUS 


International Electrotechnical Vocabulary’ 


When the International Electrotechnical Commission (IEC) resumed 
its activities in 1949 it was decided that a revised edition of the Vocabulary 
should be prepared to replace the first edition which was then out of print. 
The work was divided into 22 groups of terms and definitions and it was 
decided that each group should be published as it became available. 

Publication 50(12), which has just been published, deals exclusively 
with the subject of transductors, and contains some 36 terms and defini- 
tions, which are given in English and French. The terms are also given in 
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German, Italian, Polish, Spanish and Swedish without definition. Alp} 
betical indices are given for each of the seven languages.
